Clinton. Ind., Dec. 19—(A.P.)— 


One of the three men killed dur- 
ng the pursuit of the five ban- 
dits who held up 'the Citizens 
State Bank here last Tuesday has 
ieen identified by authorities as 
Herman K. Lamm, said to be 
wanted for bank robberies in 
Milwaukee and Superior, Wis., 
and in San Francisco. 


The dead bandit was first 


dentified as Thomas Bell, of 
'ittsburgh, but officers say pho- 
ographs lead them to believe he 
was also known as Lamm. He is 
alleged to have participated in 
the holdup of the Northwestern 
National Bank at Milwaukee on 
Dec. 8, 1924, when $295,200 was 
;aken by six bandits. He is also 
elieved to have committed a 
jank robbery in San Francisco 
in 1917 and in Superior, Wis., in 


918. 
Funeral services were held to- 


day for Joe Walker, of Dana, 
Ind., a posseman who was fatally 
wounded while chasing the ban- 
dits.

Indianapolis, Dec. -18—(AP)— 


A plan for reapportioning Indi- 
ana into twelve congressional 
districts was announced tonight 
by Anderson, Ketchum, Demo- 
crat, state senator from Greens- 
burg^representing Bartholomew 
Decautur, Fraklin and Union 
counties. 


The national congress has de- 


creed that Indiana eliminate 
one of its thirteen districts and 
Senator Ketcheum's - proposal 
will be put before the state legis- 
lature at the eession beginning 
next January 8. 


Changes would be made in 


every district now existent un- 
der the plan. As drafted, he 
said, Republicans would be in 
the majority hi four districts, 
four ordinarily would be termed 
Democratic and the other four 
would be "battle grounds." 


The first, second, third and 


fourth districts, under Senator 
Ketchum's plan, would generally 
go into the the Democratic fold. 
The. fifth, seventh, ninth and 
tenth, he explained, were Re- 
publican. He said the sixth, 
eighth, eleventh and twelfth 
districts would be the., "battle 
grounds" in future 
elections, 


should ,his-plan be.accepted. : 
' The changes, under Senator 
Ketchum's proposal, wouldplace 
Rush, Fayette, Union, Wayne, 
Henry Delaware, Randolph, Jay 
and Blackford in the Fifth dis- 
;rict. This, is generally the same 
as the present sixth 
district, 


Franklin, Shelby and Hancock 
eliminated, and Delaware, Ran- 
dolph and Jay in the present 
eighth district, and Blackford in 
the 
present eleventh, added. 


The population in the fifth dis- 
trict, under the plan, would-be 
261,286.

Buffet Supper Provides Easy 


And Gracious Way 


To Entertain

rtOR that social evening, when a 
r number of friends are being en- 
tertained and th» hostess is disin- 
clined to enter into elaborate din- 
ner preparations, the buffet supper 
Is ideal 
. Preparations and manner of Serv- 
ing are very simple. Of course, 
forethought and careful arrange- 
ment of appointment are demand- 
ed. Cutlery and silver should be 
laid together on the table in neat, 
separate rows so that passing 
guests may take what they need.

GOOD CLOTHES 
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EVOLUTION OF PIE 


American pie is, in a sense, the affinity of the 


English tart, but the English pie antedated the 
latter, writes Frank H. Vizetelly, editor of the 
New Standard dictionary. In tracing the history 
of the English pie step by step it is interesting to 
note that the enterprising English bakers filled 
the first bf these with fish, later with flesh, and 
after that with fruit and fowl or game birds: 


The first eel pie was made at the time of the 


Wars of the Roses, when barons fought as well 
as made love, and their good wives baked eel pies. 
By the time the' Wars of the Boses^were brought 
to a close by Henry of Lancaster leading Eliza- 
beth of York to the altar in January, 1486, eel 
pies were so great a delicacy in England that 
they formed -part of the wedding feast that 
followed this ceremony. 


In the field of every great achievement there is 


always a certain amount of experimentation. 
The pie reached perfection when the first one 
was filled with home grown pumpkin, aged on 
the vine, mellowed by the frosts, and spiced by 
the knowing skill of Indiana cooks. 


Early pies may have been filled with fish and 


meat, but the repeal of that custom came to a 
swift and certain end when the first aroma of a 
home grown pumpkin was detected. Since that 
day the same -pie" bestowed upon anything else 
but< a pumpkin pie has been entirely erroneous 
and a misnomer. 


A GREAT, NEW BUSINESS 


One of the newest sciences which we have with 


us is the science of advertising. And advertising 
has really come to be a science. It is no longer 
conducted in a haphazard way. Men of brains 
and ability have studied it and have evolved 
plans which bring about the greatest amount of 
good through advertising, benefit to the public 
as well as to the advertiser. 


•It is pleasing to know that men everywhere are 


beginning to appreciate the great part for good 
which advertising plays in our everyday life. 
That we do not yet fully appreciate this good, 
however, is evidenced by the fact that only a 
small percentage of the potential advertisers 
avail themselves of its assistance.

It raises, too, the standard of the 
products which we buy.' It brings therefore, 
greater prosperity to the advertiser and greater 
satisfaction to the buyer. There is no longer any 
doubt about its general benefit. But, as yet, few 
of us realize its tremendous importance.

labor may give new stimulus to the 
once widespread agitation for effec- 
tive child labor laws. 


The report and recommendations 


of a committee on vocational guid- 
ance and child labor to the White 
House Conference on Child Health 
and Protection have come at a time 
phen the country is paying more 
attention to unemployment than 
ever before and experts are begin- 
ning to point out the effects of child 
labor both on children nnd upon 
workle.ss adults whq might other- 
wise have the jobs now occupied by 
children. 


More than a million wage earners 


are-"between the ages of 10 and 16, 
according to the 1920 census, and 
1.700,000 are aged 16 and 17, The 
fact that there are between 3,500,000 
and 6.000,000 unemployed persons 
proves, according to the anti-child 
labor group, that child labor js not 
necessary to industry.

Hours in do- 
mestic and personal service are still 
longer. Many must face dusty or 
lint-laden air, fumes and poisonous 
substances which create conditions 
favorable to tuberculosis and indus- 
trial poisoning to which the young 
are especially susceptible. 


Children under 16 still work in 


glass factory furnace rooms. Boys 
of 16 and 17 sometimes work SO and 
90 hours a week in canneries and 
younger children 10 or more hours 
a day.

Agriculture, in*-several respects,

garet Owen, burlesque actress, 
who has said, according to po- 
lice, that she unwittingly lured 
Gerald E. (Jerry) Buckley to his 
death, will tell her story tomor- 
row before the 22-man Wayne 
•county grand jury if her condi- 
tion permits, Prosecutor Henry 
S. Toy said tonight. 


Miss Owen, a patient in the 


psychopathic ward of Receiving 
hospital, told police she had 
called the radio-political com- 
mentator by telephone at the 
request of a man whose identity 
has not been revealed, and in- 
vited him to a post-recall elec- 
tion celebration party. She said 
she asked him to wait for her in 
the lobby of the LaSalle hotel. - 


It was in the hotel lobby that 
, Buckley was shot down by three 


men on July 23, two hours after 
he had announced the recall of 
Mayor Charles Bowles, a move- 
ment he had sponsored mili- 
tantly over his radio station, 
WMBC. 


Miss Owen told police she 


had not kept her appointment 
with Buckley at the insistence of 
the man who had instructed her 
to extend the invitation. 
Miss Owen collapsed at her 


theatre where she was playing 
November 29 and was taken to 
Receiving hospital. She claimed 
to have been given poisoned 
whiskey by a man she has since 


Identified as Dominlck Fero, who 
is being held as a grand jury 
witness. 


At the hospital physicians were 


unable to find any trace of poi- 
son and diagnosed her ailment as 
a form of hysteria to which they 
said she had long been subject. 


Miss Owen was to have ap- 


peared as a witness at the trial 
of Nicholas Dellabonta, said to 
have been a friend, of the girl, 
and Prank Salione, who are 
charged with slaying two police- 
men last summer. Their trial, 
which was to have started De- 
cember 1, was continued because 
of her illness. 
Police said the girl gave them 


the name of the .man who 
prompted the call to Buckley 
but they would not say whether 
he had been arrested.

Origin of Christmas Symbols 
The original St. Nicholas was, a 


bishop of Myra hi Asia Minor in 
the fourth century. According to 
legend his many kindnesses to 
children made him the patron 
saint of all children. T.he Christ- 
mas, tree probably is a remnant 
of the. pageants of the middle 
ages. It came to America from 
German soil and was first intro- 
duced in England when Prince 
Albert had a tree for his daugh- 
ter.- Christmas carols are a mix- 
ture of the religious and the pa- 
gan. They were an- important 
feature of the 15th century play 
of the Nativity. The well-known 
;-Adeste Fidelis" was .composed 
in 1700 and was adopted by the 
English in 1841. The use. of, holly 
dates back to the Roman cele- 
bration of the Saturnalia. As a 
means of protection the early 
Christians decked their• homes 
jyitli'it also to save'.themselves 
from 
persecution. '^Christmas 


cards were first circulated in 
England in 1846. The custom DTB-. 
came popular in the 'United 
States in 1905.

How was Christmas celebrated 


in early times? 


In the days of the Aryans, 


2000 years before Christ, Yule- 
tide was celebrated. These Sun 
worshippers believed that each 
day the Sun was bom anew and 
as the days grew shorter, they 
feared he would be overtaken by 
Darkness; when the Sun began 
to grow stronger, at our present 
Christmas time, they held a fes- 
tival in honor of his re-birth. 


In Roman days- Yule-tide was 


also celebrated as the Saturna- 
lia in honor of their god Saturn. 
At this time, there was much 
merry-making,' all business was 
suspended, and the slaves were 
given temporary freedom of 
speech and action. 


In the early" 17th century, 


Puritans suppressed -cards, dice 
tables, 
maskying, 
mumming, 


bowleing, and, such like fooleries 
at Christmas. In 1647 the Lord 
Mayor of London and the city 
marshall rode over London set- 
ting fire to ever-green, decora- 
tions. 
Fnally people rebelled 


and with the restroration of the 
Stuarts in' 1660 some of the old 
customs were renewed. 


In New England Christmas 


was not declared a legal holiday 
until 1856. For 66 yeads church- 
es were ordered and kept closed 
on Christmas Day. In the be- 
ginning, of the 19th century 
Christmas began to be cele- 
brated as we know it today. 


Christmas in Other Lands 
Christmas is celebrated in dif- 


ferent European countries ac- 
cording to peculiar national 
characteristics.. The Norwegians 
make much of hospitality at this 
time; In Sweden, where cleanli- 
ness is ranked next to godliness, 
all houses are renovated for the 
Christmas festival. Italians em- 
phasize religious celebrations. 


Christmas customs in America 


have been transplanted 
from 


Europe;. From the Germans come 
the Christmas trees and from 
them also the'special-attention 
given, to children at this time; 
the Christmas stocking comes 
from" Belgium while the greeting 
•*Merry Christmas" was old Eng_- 
lish greeting shouted from every 
window" on Christmas morning. 


Christmas has always .-been 


celebrated as the most impor- 
tant religious festival -hi the 
calendar and in many countries 
the spirit of .true charity is ex- 
pressed. A period, of Yule-peace 
is declared in Scandinavia from 
Christmas to Epiphany and any 
violator of Yule peace is subject 
to double punishment,' the courts 
are closed, old feuds forgotten 
and .the care of the poor em- 
phasized.' ,
